Y TEAM  PICKED

A sparkling’  combination  of  en- 
tertainment and  dramatic  foren- 
sic work  will  be  witnessed  tonight 
when  four  debaters  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii  will  meet  “Y” 
debaters  in  a direct  clash  debate, 
After  the  debate  the  Hawaiians 
will  exhibit  colored  films  of  their 
native  land.  The  verbal  clash  will 
take  place  in  the  Faculty  room  at 
8 p.  m. 

“More  than  usual  interest  is  at- 
tached to  the  meeting  of  the  two 
teams  because  of  the  “direct  clash” 
method  in  which  the  debate  will  be 
handled/’  Clifford  Young,  assistant 
forensic  manager,  informs. 

Teams  of  Four 

The  debaters  will  be  organized 
in  teams  of  four  on  each  side.  Each 
side  will  have  a chairman  who  will 
act  as  captain.  Both  sides  will  al- 
ternate in  presenting  the  refuting 
points.  Three  minutes  will  be  giv- 
en to  each  speaker  in  which  to 
either  refute  the  point  that  has 
been  made  by  the  previous  speak- 
er or  present  one  of  his  own. 

A decision  will  be  given  after 
each  point  has  been  presented  and 
refuted.  Alternating  as  they  do, 
each  side  will  have  a chance  to 
present  and  refute  an  equal  num- 
ber of  points.  The  side  which  has 
the  largest  number  of  decisions  to 
its  credit  at  the  end  of  the  debate 
will  win. 

The  chairman  is  given  freedom 
and,  after  the  opposition  has  pre- 
sented a point,  may  call  any  one 
of  the  four  men  on  his  team  to  re- 
fute it. 

More  Drama  Possible 

Forensic  participants  claim  for 
this  type  of  debate  more  activity 
and  drama  of  conflict  than  is  pos- 
sible in  any  other.  Mr.  Young  will 
act  as  chairman  for  the  “Y”  team.

With  the  genius  of  Dr.  Adam 
S.  Bennion  at  its  height  in  a 
speech  adapted  to  “Y”  students, 
Wednesday’s  assembly  rang  with 
enthusiasm  and  inspiration  as  the 
eminent  leader  enthralled  a large 
audience  with  his  personal  mag- 
netism. 

“I  wish  to  interpret  ..the  sym- 
bols of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity into  the  phrase  ‘Be  Ye  Un- 
afraid’,” began  Dr.  Bennion.  “Be 
unafraid  of  the  little  things  along 
the  way  which  appear  as  obstacles. 
Don’t  let  a blue  day,  a poor  les- 
son, or  poverty  get  you  down.  Blue 
days  are  not  peculiar  to  college, 
and  the  best  students  I have  known 
were  those  who  struggled  with  po- 
verty. I am  speaking  to  the  young 
man  or  woman  who  is  having  a 
hard  time  to  ‘hang  on’.  I realize 
that  the  going  gets  tough,  but  don’t 
let  it  undermine  your  enthusiasm 
and  leave  yqu  on  the  edge  of  me- 
diocrity.” 

Employment  Prospects 

Commenting  upon  the  prospects 
of  employment  for  students,  the 
speaker  urged  a broad  general  edu- 
cation with  development  of  skill  in 
some  special  field.  Unemployment 
of  the  individual  is  due  to  lack  of 
training  or  lack  of  effort  in  seek- 
ing work,  he  declared.

The  possibility  of  health  insur- 
ance for  “Y’’  students  is  being  in- 
vestigated by  Professor  Clarence 
S.  Boyle,  assisted  by  Virgil  Wedge. 

The  idea  originated  with  a group 
of  students  who  feel  that  it  would 
allow  many  students  to  remain  in 
school  and  free  of  debt  after  ap- 
pendicitis operations  and  other 
medical  attention  of  an  unforeseen 
and  expensive  nature. 

President  Harris  has  given  his 
approval  to  an  investigation  of  the 
plan  and  the  possibility  of  institut- 
ing such  a system  here.  Professor 
Boyle  and  Mr.  Wedge  have  been 
contacting  insurance  companies  for 
information  and  details. 

The  insurance  would  be  compul- 
sory, and  each  student  would  be 
charged  a nominal  fee  each  year. 
This  fee  would  be  paid  at  the  same 
time  the  tuition  was  paid,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Wedge. 


In  The  Spring  a Young  Man's  - - - 
TelVs  Canaries  Have  Ideas  Too 


Spring,  to  a farmer,  means  the 
planting  of  his  crop.,  To  a co-ed 
it  means  moonlight  walks  and 
maybe  a new  love  affair.  But  to 
Tell  Muhlestein,  B.Y.U.  student, 
it  means  mating  time — for  his  ca- 
naries. 

Mr.  Muhlestein’s  hobby  is  ca- 
naries. He  has  them  all  over  his 
room,  except  on  the  bed.  There 
are  half  a hundred  of  thenii  all 
champions.  And  now  that  spring 
has  come  again,  he  is  mating  them, 
hoping  to  raise  more  champions. 

At  present  he  has  26  hens  brood- 
ing, They  will  hatch  from  one  to 
five  little  ugly  naked  birds  a piece. 
Indeed,  some  of  them  have  already 
hatched  and  are  squirming  about  in 
the  nest,  all  mouth  and  crop,  only 
rousing  Tong  enough  to  take  part- 
ly digested  food  from  the  mouth 
of  the  mother  or  father,  for  the 
canary  family  believes  in  coopera- 
tion and  sometimes  the  father  will 
raise  the  little  birds  alone  if  any- 
thing happens  to  the  mother. 

‘T  breed  all  my  birds  for  cham- 
pionship singing  qualities,”  said 
Mr.  Muhlestein.  “They’re  mated 
with  that  one  idea  in  mind.  Some- 
times they  fight  at  first,  but  I just 
keep  them  caged  together  until 
they  learn  to  get  along.  I’m  afraid 
i that  wouldn’t  work  with  people, 
i though,”  he  added. 


“The  difference  between  a cham- 
pion canary  and  an  ordinary  one 
is  the  same  as  the  difference  be- 
tween Lawrence  Tibbit  and  Rudy 
Valle  or  Lily  Pons  and  Ki,te 
Smith,”  Mr.  Muhlestein  continued. 
“Some  people  like  to  hear  a croon- 
er but  the  really  high  society  pays 
its  money  for  grand  opera.” 

To  Mr.  Muhlestein’s  trained  ears, 
over  14  different  “rolls”  and  “tours” 
are  recognized  in  a canary’s  song. 
One  of  the  most  beautiful  is  the 
deep  bubbling  water  tour,  describ- 
ed by  its  name. 

Tell  Muhlestein  has  been  raising 
canaries  since  he  was  nine  years 
old.  At  that  time  a lady  gave  him 
one  for  running  errands  for  her  and 
he  liked  it  so  well  he  began  to 
breed  the  birds. 

His  canaries  have  won  state  and 
national  honors  in  many  parts  of 
the  country.  At  present  he'  has 
25  lovifig  cups  won  by  his  birds. 

He  has  sold  his  birds  for  prices 
ranging  from  $5  to  $15  for  females 
and  from  $10  to  $100  for  males. 

“The  reason  folks  pay  more  for 
the  males  is  because  they  are  the 
singers,”  he  explained. 

Muhlestein  means  millstone  in 
German,  but  you  can’t  tell  Tell 
that  his  hobby  of  canary  raising  is 
a millstone  around  his  neck;  he 
earns  his  way  through  school  by 
it.

** Indian  Love  Call”  Claims  Profs 
Who  Participate  In  Bear  Dance 


The  story  of  the  “Three  Bears” 
was  given  a new  twist  last  week- 
end when  four  erudite  “Y”  profes- 
sors "went  native”  in  a big  way 
with  the  Ute  Indians  in  their  an- 
nual Bear-dance  at  White  Rock, 
Uintah  county,  Friday  and  Satur- 
day. 

Professors  LeRoy  J.  Robertson, 
William  F.  Hanson,  E.  H.  East- 
mond,  and  Dr.  Joseph  Sudweeks 
got  into  the  spirit  of  the  thing  in 
great  style,  tearing  up  the  dust  and 
emitting  lusty  yells  to  the  rhythmn 
of  an  Indian  drum.  The  four  pale- 
faces returned  to  Provo  Sunday 
with  the  smell  of  sagebrush  in  their 
hair  and  stiff  backs  from  sleeping 
on  the  ground  in  wigwams,  but 
with  a new  slant  on  their  red 
brothers,  and  photographic  proof 
of  their  actual  participation  in  the 


Bear-dance. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  musical  in- 
terest that  brough  forth  such  fer- 
vid activity  from  the  four  profound 
scholars.  But  a better  explanation 
is  that  the  dance  is  not  only  a cel- 
ebration of  the  coming  of  spring, 
but  -a  mating  festival  also,  and  the 
fairest  young  squaws  are  on  hand 
— at  ten  cents  a dance. 

A feature  of  the  festival  was  a 
welcome  oration  to  the  hundreds 
of  white  visitors  by  Professor 
Hanson  as  spokesman  for  the  Ute 
Chief.  Professor  Hanson,  recog- 
nized widely  as  an  authority  on 
Indian  lore,  took  an  interest  in  the 
Utes  35  years  ago,  and  has  pro- 
duced several  well-known  Indian 
operas.  Singing  of  the  theme  song 
of  the  “Sun  Dance,”  produced  at 
B.Y.U.  last  year,  by  old  singers  of 
the  tribe,  attracted  wide  attention.

plucky  kid  who  finishes  last,  but 
finishes. 

A new  milestone  in  the  athletic 
history  of  the  state  was  marked 
this  morning  at  9 p.  m.  when  Event 
No.  1,  the  senior  high  school  girls’ 
tennis  competition  on  University 
hill,  ushered  in  two  days  of  color- 
ful competition,  the  thrills  of 
which  will  last  until  the  mountain 
shadows  enclose  the  stadium  on 
Saturday.  Even  later  this  event  and 
that  finish  will  be  talked  about, 
argued  about  and  discussed  for 
weeks. 

Twenty-six  years  ago  the  meet 
was  initiated,  a very  humble  and 
small  affair  restricted  to  a few 
nearby  invited  high  schools.  It 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  truly 
outstanding  athletic  fiestas  of  the 
entire  world. 

Last  year’s  record  participation 
of  3344  ^ithletes  seems  certain  to 
be  excelled.  Entries  from  six 
states,  including  squads  from  Ida- 
ho, Wyoming,  Nevada,  Colorado, 
Arizona,  and  Utah  are  assured. 
More  than  150  schools  represent- 
ing champions  in  every  division  of 
athletic  prowess  will  compete  in 
148  separate  events.

With  Time  To  Serve 

Two  events  of  significance  occurred  on 
the  campus  during  the  past  week.  Blue  Key 
was  forced  to  abandon  its  plans  for  a Cougar 
Circus,  and  Ray  McGuire  advocated  the  or- 
ganization of  a lower  class  service  group  sim- 
ilar to  the  Intercollegiate  Knights  on  other 
campi. 

That  the  two  events  are  related  is  dis- 
cernable  to  an  inquiring  mind.  A crowded 
activity  schedule  in  Provo  and  Utah  county 
and  a doubt  as  to  the  financial  success  of  the 
circus  were  the  reasons  given  for  the  can- 
cellation of  the  Blue  Key  project  which  was 
to  have  raised  funds  for  the  stadium 'house. 

No  one  doubts  that  the  reasons  were 
sound.  However,  two  facts  are  worth  noting. 
What  was  originally  planned  as  a Blue  Key 
project  soon  included  the  White  Keys  and 
culminated  shortly  before  its  demise  with  the 
pledging  of  the  support  and  active  aid  of  all 
social  unit  and  organization  presidents.  Also, 
it  seems  strange  that  a project  of  such  magni- 
tude, conceived  and  ostensibly  under  way  for 
nearly  two  months,  could  be  killed  a scant 
month  before  it  was  to  be  presented  without 
scrapping  a good  deal  of  effort  already  put 
toward  the  project.  However,  except  for  those 
most  intimately  connected  with  the  circus, 
little  actual  work  was  done  and  the  abandon* 
ment  of  the  project  has  occasioned  very  little 
waste  effort. 

Such  a situation  raises  a question  as  to  the 
ultimate  success  of  the  circus  had  outside 
factors  not  been  involved.  That  the  combined 
organizations  on  the  camipus  could  have  put 
it  over  is  probable.  That  Blue  Key  alone  could 
have  sponsored  it  successfully  is  doubtful. 
One  is  forced  to  question  the  actual  capacity 
for  service  which  Blue  Key,  national  honorary 
service  fraternity,  possesses. 

Including  as  it  does,  the  leaders  in  stu- 
dent affairs  on  the  campus,  who  are,  for  this 
reason  also  those  most  hard-pressed  for  time, 
Blue  Key  possesses  only  a few  members  who 
actually  have  time  to  devote  to  large  service 
projects.  This  fact  was  evident  as  plans  for 
the  circus  were  developed.  Need  of  another 
service  organization  was  acutely  felt. 

An  honor  group  similar  to  the  Intercol- 
legiate Knights,  composed  of  lower  classmen 
with  more  time  to  devote  to  such  projects, 
and  whose  members  would  pase  into  Blue 
Key,  the  senior  honor  group,  as  upperclass- 
men, providing  they  had  demonstrated  their 
elegibility,  would  fill  an  acute  want  on  the 
campus  at  present  and  would  be  an  invaluable 
auxiliary  for  Blue  Key.

Young  Beats  Utah 
Tracksters  78-62 

Schofield  Sets  New  State  Record  For  Low 
Hurdles;  Wins  Four  Races;  Mile  Relay 
Won  By  Y With  Narrow  Margin

In  a meet  featured  by  the  great 
running  and  hurdling  of  Captain 
Dale  Schofield,  the  Brigham  Young 
university  track  team  last  Satur- 
day defeated  the  University  of 
Utah  tracksters  by  the  score  of  78 
to  62. 

With  the  outcome  of  the  meet 
still  in  doubt,  Schofield,  after 
winning  three  events  and  tieing  for 
third  in  another,  won  the  low  hur- 
dles, the  next  to  the  last  event  on 
the  program,  in  the  record  time  of 
23.5  seconds.  This  mark  ties  the 
conference  record  and  betters  the 
state  record  jointly  held  by  Pete 
Wilson  of  the  “Y”  and  Bill  Mur- 
dock of  Utah.  Captain  Schofield’s 
performance  Saturday  was  remark- 
able in  that  he  had  competed  in 
four  events,  both  sprints,  high  hur- 
dles, and  the  broad  jump  before 
he  ran  his  record  breaking  race. 

The  most  thrilling  race  of  the 
day  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
spectator  was  the  mile  relay,  which 
was  won  by  the  Cougar  team  of 
Canning,  Anderson,  Crane  and  Lee 
Brooks  in  the  time  of  three  min- 
utes twenty-eight  and  two-tenths 
seconds.  Canning,  first  man  for 
the  “Y”  handed  Anderson  a lead 
of  about  four  yards  and  Anderson 
and  Crane  lengthened  the  lead  to 
about  seven  or  eight  but  Lee 
Brooks  who  had  previously  com- 
peted in  both  the  440  and  220  just 
did  stave  off  the  last  man  for  the 
Utes  and  won  by  less  than  a yard. 

Hugh  Cannon,  Cougar  discus- 
throwing ace,  tossed  the  platter 
155.8  feet,  which  is  his  best  throw 
of  the  year.  Cannon  is  throwing 
the  discus  farther  every  meet  and  a 
160  foot  toss  is  looked  for  in  the 
near  future. 

Lawrence  Golding  put  up  a great 
battle  in  the  mile  run  only  to  be  de- 
feated by  Ernest  Barlow,  Utah's 
fine  distance  man.  Trailing  by  two 
yards  with  two  thirds  of  a lap  to  go. 
Golding  uncorked  his  sprint  and 
Barlow  met  it  with  an  equally  fast 
pace.  They  raced  side  by  side  un- 
til about  one  hundred  yards  from 
the  finish  where  the  sparrow  faded 
and  Barlow  won  by  about  five

Intermountain  track  fans  will 
have  the  opportunity  of  witness- 
ing, for  the  first  time"  in  this  re- 
gion, the  Olympic  400  meter  hur- 
dle race.  With  James  Miller,  U. 
C.  L.  A.,  one  of  the  fastest  880  men 
in  the  United  States,  Glen  Morris, 
formerly  of  Colorado  State  A.  C., 
national  junior  record  holder  in 
this  event;  matched  with  Dale 
Schofield^  Cougar  cinder  captain, 
himself  a nationally-known  hurdle 
star,  this  grueling  track  test  will 
be  in  the  spotlight.
